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Five Facets of Faith 


ESUS WAS ALWAYS QUICK TO rebuke His dis- 

ciples for any lack or lapse of faith. Faith was, 

and is, one of His sternest requirements for 
Christian living. Without it we cannot please Him. 
Without it we cannot serve Him. Without it we can- 
not even comprehend or apprehend Him. 

Faith, along with love, is the great essential of the 
Christian life. 

Now this is a strong assertion that requires our 
consideration. We cannot simply agree that faith is 
important and leave it at that; the reality of it must 
enter our hearts and the power of it must operate 
in our lives. It is not enough merely to give mental 
or verbal assent to it. It is one thing to say we have 
faith and quite another for its purifying, sanctifying 
work to be done in our hearts. 

Faith is not always easily understood. There are 
times when it appears in the Scriptures as a simple 
trust, or confidence, or belief. At other times it ap- 
pears as a dynamic force, setting aside normal pro- 
cedures to achieve the will of God. All of these aspects 
of faith are true. 

To be exact, there are five types of faith that 
should exist in our lives, This does not mean that 
we should have one of the five, but we should have 
all of the five. One will not do the work of the others; 
each has its separate function in our Christian ex- 
perience. 


1. Intellectual Faith 


First of all, there is a basic appearance of faith 
that is nothing more than mental assent to the 
reality of God. There is nothing particularly meri- 
torious about this primary faith, for it does not in 
itself change our lives. Children have it universally. 
Even reprobate men can believe that God exists; they 
may actually argue the point with vehemence. 

James pointed out that even demonic spirits go this 
far in faith: 


Thou believest that there is one God; thou 
doest well: the devils also believe, and tremble 
(James 2:19). 


Now I am not trying to minimize the importance 
of this first facet of faith. Far from it. It is the 
foundation of all further manifestations of faith. 
Without it we would be infidels, completely apart 
from God. It just is not enough. It is fundamental, 


but it does not even bring us into the presence of 
God. We simply believe that He exists. We do not 
necessarily love or respect Him; in fact, men might 
fear or even hate Him, as the demons do. 

Yet this intellectual faith is necessary as our founda- 
tion. It is not even the door that leads us into His 
grace, but it is the firmness that holds us above the 
quagmire of total despair. With it we can turn our 
faces toward the light. 


2. Saving Faith 


All further steps of faith originate in our accep- 
tance of the Word and the nature of God. The root 
of this faith is our certainty that He cannot lie, that 
He cannot be untrue to Himself and that He cares 
for us. These promises are so woven through the 
Scriptures that if they are untrue, then nothing what- 
soever is true. Built upon our assurance that God 
cannot lie, that He cannot be untrue to His eternal 
nature, and that He cares even for us, we are to 
receive faith, increase in faith. Anything less is less 
than Christ expects of us. 


The first manifestation of faith in our hearts is that 
saving faith that brings a sinner into communion 
with Christ. Until it does its work in our lives, we 
stand alienated and apart from Him. God does not 
heed a sinner’s prayer until it is associated with this 
act of faith. 


Now we know that God heareth not sinners: 
but if any man be a worshipper of God, and 
doeth his will, him he heareth (John 9: 
31). 


When a sinner comes in repentant prayer, be- 
lieving that God will accept him, then God forgives 
his sin and gives him the gift of salvation. This is 
that justification that comes through faith in His 
blood. 


Being justified freely by his grace through 
the redemption that is in Christ Jesus: Whom 
God hath set forth to be a propitiation 
through faith in his blood, to declare his 
righteousness for the remission of sins that 
are past (Romans 3:24,:25).

Therefore being justified by faith, we have 
peace with God through our Lord Jesus 
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Christ: By whom also we have access. by 
faith into this grace wherein we stand, and 
rejoice in hope of the glory of God (Romans 
oy re 
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Knowing that a man is not justified by 
the works of the law, but by the faith of Jesus 
Christ, even we have believed in Jesus Christ, 
that we might be justified by the faith of 
Christ, and not by the works of the law: for 
by the works of the law shall no flesh be 
justified (Galatians 2:16). 


This life-beginning exercise of faith originates in 
God and does not come through any merit or worth 
of our own. It is a gift of God, given in response 
to our repentance and supplication. 


That if thou shalt confess with thy mouth 
the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised him from the 
dead, thou shalt be saved. For with the heart 
man believeth unto righteousness; and with 
the mouth confession is made unto salvation 
(Romans 10:9, 10).

For by grace are ye saved through faith; 
and that not of yourselves: it is the gift of 
God (Ephesians 2:8). 


With these two primary facets of faith we accept 
the reality of God with our intelligence, and the 
grace of God with our emotions. He had become both 
our God and our heavenly Father. Faith has capti- 
vated both our minds and our hearts, and has brought 
them into communion with Jesus Christ. 

But that is only the beginning. There is more, much 
more, to the life of faith. By it we must live and do 
the works of God. Faith must grow until it becomes 
more than assent to, or trust in, God. It must be- 
come our very life, a surging power that so dominates 
the whole of us that it reaches into the lives of 
others.

nation not to forget God; so 

also are we of America today. 
America was settled by the pilgrims 
who were enjoined to remember 
and to be thankful to God. On 
December 21, 1620, the Mayflower 
landed with 102 Pilgrim Fathers. 
After much effort, struggle and 
toil, they were blessed by Novem- 
ber, 1621, with rugged but warm 
houses, a bountiful harvest, and 
meat and fowl from their many 
hunting expeditions. They decided 
to set aside three days of thanks- 
giving unto God—feasting, singing, 
worshipping, talking, preaching, 
and much Bible reading. Thus, the 
first Thanksgiving Day in America. 
Webster’s dictionary defines the 
word thanksgiving, “a demonstra- 
tion of gratitude:” Cruden’s Com- 
plete Concordance defines it as “an 
acknowledging and confessing with 
gladness the benefits and mercies 
which God bestows, either upon 
ourselves, or others:” Ephesians 
5:20 says that thanksgiving is “giv- 
ing thanks always for all things.” 
According to authentic records, 
the second Thanksgiving Day was 
not until April 8, 1960—nine years 
after the first one. They followed 
thus: February 1, 1631, and October, 
1631 (two in the same year); Oc- 
tober, 1632; then a long period 
lapsed before the next one in 1676. 
The first national Thanksgiving 
was declared by President George 
Washington on Thursday, Novem- 
ber 26, 1789; the first legal Thanks- 
giving Day was declared by Presi- 
dent Abraham Lincoln in 1863. 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
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dated it to be the fourth Thurs- 
day of each November. 

On this Thanksgiving Day, 1960, 
we have much for which to be 
thankful as citizens of America, in 
spite of many things that are not 
so pleasant. Let us look back into 
history and be reminded that this 
great land of America in 1776 con- 
sisted of only thirteen small col- 
onies; by 1821 the population had 
grown to two million; by 1898 it 
was recognized as a world power. 

In spite of wars, turmoils with- 
in and without, strikes, floods, tor- 
nadoes, hurricanes, tidal waves, 
fires, landslides, diseases, financial 
setbacks, unemployment, rising 
tides of crime waves, and the like 
today, we are still recognized as a 
great influential power in the 
world. America today has a pop- 
ulation of over 177 million, and is 
still growing by leaps and bounds. 
Industry is immense, and during 
the past five years the greatest 
portion of America has enjoyed 
more money, more food and better 
clothing than any other nation in 
the world. ' 

We still have, as a whole, per- 


sonal liberty to worship God ac- 
cording to the dictates of our own 
hearts. We live in a land of many 
places of worship, although thou- 
sands and thousands never enter a 
church door. Sunday has become a 
day of fun and frolic or excess 
work for overtime pay, instead of a 
day of worship and rest for mind, 
body and soul; therefore, a great 
number have lost a sense of thank- 
fulness, and have grown hard- 
hearted and indifferent to any- 
thing but themselves. God never 
comes into their minds. This is 
contrary to God’s Word and, in 
fact, is contrary to normal nature 
of mankind. 

As Americans who appreciate 
what God has done for us as a 
nation from its beginning until 
now, we should take heed to our- 
selves lest we forget the covenant 
that the Pilgrim Fathers made 
with God who granted them a safe 
journey to these shores in 1620. 

Instead of doing what so many 
do nowadays on Thanksgiving Day 
—getting drunk, going to places of 
fun and pleasure, and eating and 
sleeping—we as thankful Ameri- 
cans should first of all go to a 
church that honors God and teach- 
es the whole counsel of God. Mem- 
bers of the Church of God should 
go to a Church’of God on Thanks- 
giving Day. Every pastor should so 
arrange it, announcing that there 
will be services and that the 
church will be open in the morn- 
ing, or at least that night. It’s 
America back to God, or ruined; 
back to the Bible, or lost. Remem- 
ber that we are to “enter into his 
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gates with thanksgiving, and into 
his courts with praise” when we 
enter our churches. 

Let us not forget that Noah had 
a Thanksgiving Day: “And Noah 
builded an altar unto the Lord; 
and took of every clean beast, and 
of every clean fowl, and offered 
burnt offerings on the altar,” Gen- 
esis 8:20. Yes, this was the first 
thing that Noah did after the 
flood waters had subsided and he 
and his family had come forth 
from the ark. What a rejoicing 
time they must have had that day! 


Then we read of Moses’ and Is- 
rael’s thankfulness after the cross- 
ing of the Red Sea by the miracu- 
lous power of God, the destruction 
of their enemy, the Egyptians, and 
Moses’ and the Israelites’ song un- 
to the Lord. “Then sang Moses and 
the children of Israel this song unto 
the Lord, and spake, saying, I will 
sing unto the Lord, for he hath 
triumphed gloriously: the horse 
and his rider hath he thrown into 
the sea,” Exodus 15:1. On and on 
they sang. “And Miriam the proph- 
etess, the sister of Aaron, took a 
timbrel in her hand; and all the 
women went out after her with 
timbrels and with dances. And 
Miriam answered them, Sing ye to 
the Lord, for he hath triumphed 
gloriously; the horse and his rider 
hath he thrown into the sea,” Ex- 
odus 15:20, 21. What a Thanks- 
giving Day that was, indeed! 

Last but not least, we recall the 
Thanksgiving Day which David 
proclaimed after he had brought 
the ark into the city of Jerusalem 
the right way from the house of 
Obededom. He brought it “into the 
city of David with gladness,” and 
“with shouting.” “Michal Saul’s 
daughter looked through a window, 
and saw king David leaping and 
dancing before the Lord” (2 Sam- 
uel 6:16). As soon as David fin- 
ished offering burnt sacrifices and 
peace offerings, he blessed the peo- 
ple in the name of the Lord, and 
dealt among all the people cakes 
of bread, good pieces of flesh, and 
flagons of wine. “So all the people 
departed every one to his house.” 

Oh, if God’s people would re- 
joice like that today and would be 
as freehearted to one another, it 
would be Thanksgiving Day every 
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day. Then the world would sit up 
and with glad amazement, take 
notice of the great country of 
America, and more people would 
turn to God. Lest we forget, let us 
think on these things and return 
wholeheartedly this Thanksgiving 
Day to the old paths, to God’s way. 

We of the Church of God have 
much for which to be thankful, 
for God has blessed, and is still 
blessing, the entire Church 
throughout the world. We should 
not forget how He blessed us at the 
last General Assembly, and how 
since 1905 with only four ministers 
and four churches, we have in- 
creased to 5,491 churches, 6,267 
ministers, more than 327,123 mem- 
bers, and representations in sixty 
countries. Oh, we all ought to have 
the happiest, gladdest, most thank- 
ful Thanksgiving Day this year 
than ever before, acknowledging 
the goodness and mercy of God, 
confessing His greatness, and re- 
membering all the benefits which 
He has bestowed upon us as a na- 
tion, as individuals, and as a 
Church. 

Thanksgiving Day should mean 
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more than just roast turkey, fried 
chicken, or chicken and dumplings 
with all the trimmings. It should 
mean more than just a family re- 
union, or gathering at Grand- 
mother’s house. It should mean 
more than just another national 
holiday. It should mean more 
than just a time when school is 
dismissed for a couple of days and 
the children are all home. All of 
this is good and enjoyable, but 
too often Thanksgiving Day is ob- 
served as just a form or ritual 
with grumbling, murmuring, quar- 
reling, jealousy, and remorse; in- 
stead of with thankful hearts and 
glad spirits, and above all instead 
of honoring the Prince of Peace, 
Jesus Christ our Lord, the true 
Author of Thanksgiving. Do not 
forget that James reminds us: “Ev- 
ery good gift and every perfect gift 
is from above, and cometh down 
from. the Father of lights, with 
whom is no variableness, neither 
shadow of turning,” James 1:17. 

“Take heed unto yourselves, lest 
ye (we) forget the covenant of the 
Lord your God, which he made 
with you (us).”

THINK AND THANK 


house on the west side of 

London there once appeared 
the words, “Think and Thank.” 
The word “thankful” is etymolog- 
ically related to “thinkful.” In- 
gratitude or unthankfulness often 
arises from want of thought. Men 
take their blessings as a matter of 
course. They fail to recall their 
mercies and benefits. This is an 
age-old complaint against human- 
ity, for the Bible says in Deuter- 
onomy 32:18, “Of the Rock that 
begat thee thou art unmindful, and 
hast forgotten God that formed 
thee.” And Isaiah said, “... my 
people doth not consider,” Isaiah 
1:3. So. many people live in the 
land of forgetfulness. 

In these days of prosperity, men 
have forgotten God and have begun 
to trust in the power of their 
wealth and in human flesh. Hence, 
there is a constant need to take 
heed to the ancient warning in 
Deuteronomy 6:10-12, 


And it shall be, when the 
Lord thy God shall have 
brought thee into the land 
which he sware unto thy fa-

thers, to Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob, to thee great 
and goodly cities, which thou 
buildedst not, And houses full 
of all good things, which thou 
filledst not, and wells digged, 
which thou diggedst not, vine- 
yards and olive trees, which 
thou plantedst not; when thou 
shalt have eaten and be full; 
Then beware lest thou forget 
the Lord. 


Instead of being thankful for the 
fullness that comes from the boun- 
tiful hand of God, most people of 
our day are allowing worldly full- 
ness to crowd God out of their lives. 
A line in one of the songs of Mo- 
ses expresses the condition of our 
day, Deuteronomy 32:15, 

But Jeshurun wazed fat, 
and kicked: thou art wazen 
fat, thou art grown thick, thou 
art covered with fatness; then 
he forsook God which made 
him, and lightly esteemed the 
Rock of his salvation. 

It simply means that he became 
prosperous; and because of his 
prosperity, he rebelled against: God. 
When he was filled with the world 
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he forsook the God that made him 
and lightly esteemed the God of his 
salvation. 


Those whom God has signally 
blessed with the good things of life 
must ever be aware that every good 
and perfect gift cometh down from 
above, from the Father of Lights, 
in whom is no variableness, neither 
shadow of turning. For as the 
Scripture has said, “And thou say 
in thine heart, My power and the 
might of mine hand hath gotten 
me this wealth,” Deuteronomy 8:17. 
We must always remember that we 
have nothing but that which we 
have received, and it all comes 
from His loving hand. We have no 
reason to boast of self-sufficiency, 
for our sufficiency is of God. 


The blessings of God should con- 
tinually be in our remembrance, so 
as to provoke thanksgiving, for the 
Word of God says in Psalm 30:4, 
“Sing unto the Lord, O ye saints of 
his, and give thanks at the remem- 
brance of his holiness.” This Scrip- 
ture indicates that we should give 
thanks as we remember. When we 
reflect upon the Lord’s dealings 
with us and His abounding grace 
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and abundant mercy, we have rea- 
son to give thanks unto Him. 

Let us not wait until tragedy or 
disaster comes our way to remem- 
ber the blessings of God. For it was 
Alexander McClaren who said, “Do 
not let the empty cup be your first 
teacher of the blessings you had 
when it was full.” This is the case 
so many times, that men do not 
realize the blessings of a full and 
overflowing cup until it becomes 
empty. A sick man was once telling 
Billy Bray how unmindful he had 
been of God’s mercies when he was 
in health. He said to Billy, “I’m so 
happy now that if I had the power, 
I’d shout on the housetop my 
praise and thanksgiving unto God.” 
Billy’s reply was, “What a pity you 
did not shout when you had the 
power.” 


WE NEED to count our 
blessings and not our crosses. We 
need to enumerate our gifts and 
not our difficulties, meditate on 
our triumphs and not our trials. 
For the Psalmist David said in 
Psalm 139:17, 18, “How precious al- 
so are thy thoughts unto me, O 
God! how great is the sum of them! 
If I should count them, they are 
more in number than the sand: 
when I awake, I am still with thee.” 
For as the song says, 


“Count your many blessings, 
Name them one by one; 
Count your many blessings, 
See what God hath done.” 


This little verse of song reminds 
me of the story I once heard of 
the little girl who was taking a 
walk with her father. She looked 
up at the bright twinkling stars 
and said, “Father, I’m going to 
count the stars.” He said, “Very 
well, go on.” He heard her count- 
ing, “223, 224, 225,”; finally she 
sighed and said, “Oh dear, I had 
no idea there were so many.” 
Friends, you will receive the same 
revelation when you begin to count 
your blessings. Like the little girl, 
you will soon realize that the bless- 
ings are numberless. Had the lit- 
tle girl been able to count the 
stars which she saw, she would 
never have been able to count the 
stars that were unseen, for there 
are more stars that are unseen 
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than there are stars that meet the 
human eye. Likewise, there are 
countless unseen blessings which 
God holds in reserve for His people. 
For as the Psalmist David declared 
in Psalm 40:5, 

Many, O Lord my God, are 
thy wonderful works which 
thou hast done, and thy 
thoughts which are to us-ward: 
they cannot be reckoned up 
in order unto thee: if I would 
declare and speak of them, 
they are more than can be 
numbered. 

The Psalmist was ever thankful 
of the numberless blessings and 
benefits which God bestowed upon 
him. In Psalm 68:19, “Blessed be 
the Lord, who daily loadeth us with

benefits, even the God of our sal- 
vation.” And again in Psalm 103:1- 
5, “Bless the Lord, O my soul: and 
all that is within me, bless his holy 
name. Bless the Lord, O my soul, 
and forget not all his benefits: 
Who forgiveth all thine iniquities; 
who healeth all thy diseases; Who 
redeemeth thy life from destruc- 
tion; who crowneth thee with lov- 
ingkindness and tender mercies; 
Who satisfieth thy mouth with 
good things; so that thy youth is 
renewed like the eagle’s.” And 
again in Psalm 105:1-3, he cried 
out, “O give thanks unto the Lord; 
call upon his name: make known 
his deeds among the people. Sing 
unto him, sing psalms unto him: 
talk ye of all his wondrous works. 
Glory ye in his holy name.” This 
was the climate in which David 


lived. The Psalmist declares that it 
is a good thing to give thanks, to 
sing praises, and to show forth 
testimony. 


THANKSGIVING is an 
expression of our gratitude to God 
for what He has done for us, and 
praise is our expression of gratitude 
to God for what He is to us. We 
thank God for all of His bountiful 
blessings to humanity; but we 
praise God because He is holy, just, 
eternal, longsuffering, and right- 
eous. He is our shield and buck- 
ler; He is our strength and high 
tower; He is our refuge and our 
rock; He is our shade from the 
sun, our covert from the tempest, 
our rivers of water in the dry 
place, and the shadow of a great 
rock in a weary land. 

Our faith needs and seeks out 
the stimulant of habitual recollec- 
tion. Statements like, “Surely I will 
remember,” or “I will meditate,” 
stimulate us to giving thanks unto 
God. For thankfulness is a mark of 
greatness in men. It is a real test 
of growth. A baby cannot express 
gratefulness. He is taken in the 
arms of the parent, when he is suf- 
fering; the parents spend sleepless 
nights in anxious care for the baby, 
yet you never hear the baby say, 
“Thank you, Mother. I appreciate 


, your watchful care.” But as the 


‘child grows up, you hear him ex- 
press himself with thanks. Those 
who grow in grace are thankful in 
everything. 

God has commanded us in 1 
Thessalonians 5:18, “In every thing 
give thanks: for this is the will of 
God in Christ Jesus concerning 
you.” No matter what the circum- 
stances, there is a reason for 
thanksgiving to God. Our Father 
expects us to seek out the reason 
and give thanks to Him. The Father 
does not command anything of us 
that He will not give us grace to 
carry out. We can always find a 
reason in every trial, every test, 
and every burden to give thanks 
unto God. For the Psalmist said in 
Psalm 119:62, “At midnight I will 
rise to give thanks unto thee be- 
cause of thy righteous judgments.” 
In this verse of Scripture, he sug- 
gests that in the darkest night he 
could find cause to give thanks 
unto the Lord. Even in the mid- 
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night of our distresses, perplexities, 
sicknesses, and sorrows, we can 
find cause for thankfulness. 
Again God says in His Word, 
Ephesians 5:20, “Giving thanks al- 
ways for all things unto God and 
the Father in the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” This is the very 
peak of experience in giving of 
thanks. The Scripture says, “Give 
thanks for all things.” It is a more 
difficult task to give thanks for all 
things than to give thanks in ev- 
erything, for regardless of the cir- 
cumstances, there is usually some- 
thing about which you can be 
thankful. But it is not always easy 
to give thanks for all things, and 
yet, God has commanded such. Re- 
gardless of what comes our way, 
we are obligated to be thankful for 
it. We must realize that the Word 
of God says in Romans 8:28, “And 





we know that all things work to- 
gether for good to them that love 
God, to them who are the called 
according to his purpose.” We must 
then realize that to the Christian 
who is totally abandoned to God, 
God is in-everything and every- 
thing that happens to him is di- 
rectly or indirectly from the hands 
of God. 

The hairs of our head are all 
numbered. We are not to worry 
about anything, but in everything 
with prayer and thanksgiving, we 
are to make our requests known 
unto God. Job could bless the Lord 
not oniy for giving, but also for 
taking away. Though the night 
comes God giveth songs in the 
night. We are not to avenge our- 
selves, for He has said, “Vengeance 
is mine; I will repay,” Romans 
12:19. He has pledged Himself for 






our defense. We are not to fear be- 
cause the Lord is on our side. No 
one can be against us, for the Bi- 
ble says, “If God be for us, who 
can be against us?” Romans 8:31. 
We shall not want, for He is our 
Shepherd: though we pass through 
the waters, they shall not overflow 
us; though we walk through the 
fire, we shall not be burned. But 
remember, no man, spirit, or power 
can touch the ones abiding in 
Christ without first piercing the 
presence of divinity which is round- 
about God’s people. 


God takes note of the smallest 
matters that affect the lives of His 
children and regulates them ac- 
cording to His own perfect will. If 
we limit our views to the present 
and think only of the immediate, 
we will not be able to give thanks 
for all things. But when we realize 
that God is working out a plan in 
our lives, then we can thank Him 
for whatever happens to us. Jo- 
seph could have questioned God 
when he was sold into Egypt and 
when he became a prisoner in 
Pharaoh’s house.
